Additional Background: Al Hirschfeld was a caricature artist, best known for drawing
nearly every major figure in American theater for The New York Times. Searching for the
name of Hirschfeld's daughter, Nina, sometimes hidden as many as a dozen times within his
drawings, became a favorite pastime for readers.

Hirschfeld continued working until the day he passed away, January 20, 2003, at the age of
99.

Committee Action: The resolutionwas referred to, but not considered by, the Committee on
Government Reform.
